THE SOUTH CAROLINA DIFFICULTY 


A.gfiia South Carolina proposes to defy 
the authority of the United States govern­ 
ment. In the old days of nullification 
when that State proposed to pay no regard 
to the national authority, there was a Jack­ 
son in the Presidential chair, aud when he 
nay the open defiance of the nullifiers, the 
patriotism ol the old hero was aroused, his 
passion was inflamed, aud with an oath he 
threatened ti hang the first man who would 
attempt to resist the authority of the gov­ 
ernment. He soon made nullification odi­ 
ous, by holding up the gallows before C al­ 
houn and his followers.

M. Smith as secretary, and adjourned TiutU 
the following day to receive drawings and 
speciticalions of the machines Intending to 
compete for the bounty and to perfect ar­ 
rangements for the competitive trial.

The “Oshkosh'’ reported on Monday the 
33d instant end under the supervision of 
of Commissioner Olin, very successfully 
operated two plows, each cutting in green­ 
sward a furrow twelve Inches deep, using 
not to exceed half her capacity in so do­ 
ing. 
Nothing being beard from the “Green 
Bay'’ on.the m orning of the 28(th e “ Osh­ 
kosh” proceeded to Janesville, and thence 
to Madison, where she arrived the same 
evening at about ll P. 31. 
The “Green Bay” remaining at Oshkosh 
one day after the “Oshkosh” left,proceeded 
over the same route as her com petitor a 
few miles beyond Evansville, where she 
became dbabied and m ust remain for some 
days.

From the foregoing it will appear that 
by reason of defects in material or con­ 
struction the “Green Bay” has not been 
able lo comply wllu lh.: terms of the law. 
We are credibly informed, however, that 
machines of situ>In! make have been Used 
with marked sticct sa rn hauling logs and 
saber kinds of heavy work. Under our ob 
servation this machine bas exhibited speed 
and strength beyond expectation, and wp 
have no doubt but that, with greater care 
la manufacture, it may be made a useful 
machine for many kinds of work. 
Its ex ­ 
cessive weight aud cost, ana present liabil­ 
ity to get out of repair, preclude its accept 
ante as a “cheap and practical substitute 
for horses or otto r animal power ” 
it also appears that the “ Oshkosh” has 
made a run ot ‘Jill miles, on tho common 
roads ol tho country, passing over grades 
in some instauct a of al least 1,400 feet to 
the mile, in a running time of thirty-three 
hours and twenty-seven minutes, or on an 
average of six miles per hour; that she 
hauled loads, plowed aud otherwise accom­ 
plished in a most successful m anner every 
test mentioned in the law .or suggested by 
the commissioners; and that, ii mere ca­ 
pacity or ability to do these things is all 
that ougbl to be insisted upon, her propn 
d ors are clearly entitled to tho bounty of­ 
fered by the State. 
The commissioners, however, are not 
satisfied that even this machine is, in the 
language and spirit of the law, “a cheap 
and practical substitute for 
the use of 
lorsesand other animals on the highway 
and fir m .” It may, a* at present con­ 
structed, unquestionably be used to great 
ahvantage a n i prolit tor threshing aod 
tauting the machines from farm to farm, 
br heavy teaming on tho highway, and 
or man}’ kinds ot farm work upon large 
arms, bul the Commissioners are not pre­ 
pared to say that a machine costing near­ 
ly or quite a thousand dollars, and requir­ 
ing a daily expenditure of from two to six 
dollars to operate, can be considered a 
cheap or practical substitute for horses or 
Annies or oxen upon the highways of Wis­ 
consin. 
The Commissioners believe that great 
progress has been made in the invention 
and perfection of the machines submitted 
to them to examine and test, aud were soy 
discretions allowed io the law. would be 
disposed to make liberal rewards to their 
judders in recognition and recompense 
for the progress made, and to stim ulate 
them to further cir iris, and m od earnestly 
recommend that the next Legislature make 
them suitable awards. 
O ur observations aud the experience 
gained during the progress of the til ii of 
these machines serves to convince us that 
the law of 1877, amending the law of 1875 
by cutting off the provision for “five years’ 
continual trial and use,” was not wisely 
framed. 
It is quite possible that we may 
be mistaken rn our judgment in regard to 
these machines, and despite our opinion, 
one or the other, or both, may prove in use 
to be both cheap arui practical, aod their 
builders therefore entitled to the offered 
bounty; but if otherwise, and continued 
use should ful y vin licatc our present judg­ 
m ent, it certainly m to bo regretted that 
with the progress already made, the stim u­ 
lus oi a littoral Ii »outy for a perfected m a­ 
chine is now withdrawn.
